Request to view orders denied 
-not specific enough 
says Council 


Mr. R. M. Gibbon , 
former mayor of St. Albert 
had an appointment at 
council Monday night to 
pursue the matter of his 
request to review the pur- 
chase orders covering the 
period of time that the 
existing council has been in 
office. Documents relating to 
purchase orders dating back 
to October and leading up to 
the present time would be 
involved. The former mayor 
stated that this was his right 
under Section 149 of the 
M\nicipal Government Act. 

A degree of misunder- 
standing accompanied Mr. 
Gibbon’s request. The letter 
signed by Mr. Gibbon was 
typed on Sun Life Assurance 
Company of Canada letter- 
head which resulted in a 
question as to if the request 
was being made by this 
company. Mr. Gibbon clear- 
ed this saying that it was 
made as R. M. Gibbon - 
citizen and resident. 

Mayor Plain stated that 
he, for one, had wondered if 
the company was engaging 
an employee to survey this 
information to update econo- 
mic data. He noted that this 
was the point of the confu- 
sion and the reason why a 
letter had been sent to the 
president of the company 
seeking clarification. 

Mr. Gibbon stated that the 
letter written by the mayor to 
Sun Life president, inquiring 
into the nature of the request 
was ‘‘a matter of intimida- 
tion and embarrassment”’ 
which could lead to Mr. 


Gibbon’s loss of position 
after 24 years as a represen- 
tative of that company. 

Mr. Plain pointed out that 
the information was sought 
from the head office because 
the company could have been 
asked to bear the cost of such 
a survey. He said that the 
letter was sent to ascertain 
the basis of the request in the 


letter. 

Mr. Gibbon related that he 
had presented a letter dated 
March 11 to detail the 
request and had spoken with 
both the mayor and admini- 
strator regarding it. He 
explained that the request to 
view the material had been 
denied resulting in the

Council confused 
with use of 
letterhead 


Coun. Myrna Fyfe admit- 
ted being ‘‘very disturbed 
and very sickened’’ by 
Mayor Plain’s letter to Sun 
Life Assurance Company 
President, Mr. T. Gault, 
which asked about a request 
to review town purchase 
orders signed by Mr. R. M. 
Gibbon, company represen- 
tative and former mayor of 
St. Albert. 

Mrs. Fyfe said that she 
considered the writing of this 
letter to be ‘‘below the office 
of the mayor’’ and said that 
the matter could have been 
easily cleared up without 
‘degrading your position to 
the point of writing a letter to 
Montreal.’’ Coun. Fyfe mov- 
ed that a letter of apology be 
sent to the head office of Sun 
Life stating that the action 
had not been a directive of 
council along with an apology 


for any embarrassment cau- 
sed to Mr. Gibbon. 

Passing the chair to Coun. 
Wetsch, Mayor Plain stated 
that his point was to ascer- 
tain what was the reason for 
Mr. Gibbon’s request, given 
a letter on his company’s 
letterhead. Mr. Plain said 
that he was trying to 
determine if a company 
directive was being followed 
seeking ‘‘carte blanche acc- 
ess to our files.’’ 

“If you confuse the polic- 
ies, aims and objectives of a 
corporation with the policies, 
directives, or activities of an 
employee, then this reflects 
on a corporation. The corp- 
oration spends many millions 
of dollars in maintaining its 
image, activities and poli- 
cies, and I would not want to 
have the activities of any

District 6 Board presents 
reports to annual meeting 


The annual meeting of 
electors of the St. Albert 
Protestant Separate School 
District No. 6 was held on 
Wednesday, March 12 at Sir 
Alexander Mackenzie Sch- 
ool. About 40 people were in 
attendance and, of these, the 
greater proportion were dis- 
trict staff. The chairman for 
the evening, selected from 
the floor, was Mr._ Ron 
Harvey. Mr. Harvey carried 
out this function most skill- 
fully and he injected a 
warmth and humour which 
set the mood for the evening. 
This was, in fact, to be a very 
special evening for Mr. 
Harvey as it was announced 
later on during the meeting 
that the new Lacombe Park 
Community Core School 
would bear his name. 


The Chairman's Report 
was presented by District 
No. 6 chairman, Mr. Bill 
Webber who introduced the 
trustees of the district and 
the committees on which 
they serve. Trustees are: Mr. 
W. Webber (chairman); Dr. 
W. Cuts (vice-chairman); 
Mr. Don Munro, Mr. Murdo 
MacFarlane, and last, but 
not least, Mrs. Shirley 
McCaffery. Mr. Webber 
publicly recognized two 
former trustees who had 
served on the board for many 
years and who did not 
contest the October 1974 
election. These two gentle- 
men are Mr. Charlie Schro- 
der (former chairman) and 
Mr. Jim Wiltshire. 

Mr. Webber provided 


some Statistics on school 


enrolment which had grown 
from 2,897 in September 
1972 to 3,704 in September 
1974, an increase of 807 
students. The number of 
teachers had risen propor- 
tionately from 135 in Sep- 
tember 1972 to 185 in 
September 1974, an increase 
of 50 instructional staff. With 
this increase of teachers, the 
pupil/teacher ratio had, in 
fact, improved from a ratio of 
21.4:1 in September 1972 to 
19.9:1 in September 1974. 
The number of students 
attending various schools in 
Edmonton had also increased 
from 5S to 83 over the same 
period, 

In connection with Build- 
ings and Properties, Mr.

Former Mayor Questions Administrative Duties 


Former mayor, Ray Gib- 
bon, was recognized during 
the Delegations and Deputa- 
tions segment of the Town 
Council meeting on Monday 
night and he directed ques- 
tion to Mr. R. L. Byron, town 
administrator, regarding the 
designations and duties of 
Mr. Barry Miller and Mr. 
Vern Rheault within the 
administrative structure of 
the town. 

Mr. Gibbon was told by 
Mr. Byron that the duties of 
Mr. Barry Miller ‘‘generally 
speaking’’ were those of the 
comptroller, ‘‘which are the 
financial operations of the 
Town of St. Albert as 
designated to the position of 
the comptroller.’’ Mr. Byron 
stated that the duties of Mr. 
Vern Rheault are those of 
personnel and organization; 
**primarily personnel, the 
organizational aspects deal 
more with systems manage- 


ment.”’ 

Mr. Plain suggested to 
Mr. Gibbon that he could 
either pick up the detailed 
job descriptions from the 
Town Hall or the information 
could be sent to him by mail. 
Mr. Gibbon expressed the 
desire to get this informa- 
tion. 

Mr. Gibbon asked Mr. 
Byron if these two positions 
were advertised and was told 


that the position of comp- 
troller was advertised in 
February of 1974. Mr. Byron 
explained that, under the 
terms of reference of the 
position of municipal admin- 
istrator and manager, app- 
ointments are made by the 
administrator / manager. 
‘‘The appointment of Mr. 
Miller and the appointment 
of Mr. Rheault, a change in 
duties, were conveyed to 
council as to what those 


duties were,’’ Mr. Byron 
said. Mr. Byron explained 
that due to the expanding 
nature of the duties of comp- 
troller following the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Rheault to the 
position, it was decided that 
another person would be 
appointed to the position of 
comptroller so that the 
functions of comptroller 
would be separated. He

Coun. Throndson stated 
that he was in favour of the 
move and considered it very 
foolish for the town to have 
cars stop behind buses 
because of accidents which 
may result. He advocated 
educating drivers to slow 
down when passing buses 
with red lights flashing.

She 
noted that the drivers had 
agreed to utilitize the amber 
lights as a caution rather 
than use the red flashing 
lights.

Board settles for

Agreement has been rea- 
ched between the teaching 
staff and the board of the St.

With only a week to go in 
this campaign I think it is 
time for me to say something 
about ‘‘Quality of Represen- 
tation."’

Bakker went to the Conser- 
vative nominating conven- 
tion to vote for a fellow 
educator who said he felt a 
higher calibre of representa- 
tion was needed. Now Mr. 
Everitt is taking up the cry 
for ‘Better quality’’ repre- 
sentation - I will speak up for 
the constituents he has said. 

It may be that a person of 
higher education or 12 years 
experience in government 
would provide a different 
calibre of representation.

Well I have, 
and it is my belief that while 
such programs can be a 
useful tool, properly hand- 
led, the whole subject of 
behaviour management is 
one that needs careful 
watching - both by the public 
and by their elected repre- 
sentatives. A Canadian doc- 
tor named Peter Bragen 
recently sounded some very 
emphatic warnings on the 
subject in an hour-long radio 
program. Magazines are also 
currently alerting the public 
to dangers of behaviour 
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management techniques, not 
only in hospitals but in the 
education system. 

For three and one half 
years I have served as your 
MLA as I see the job, and as 
the Conservative Govern- 
ment expects. Not as an 
‘‘expert’’ in any particular 
field - which I have never 
claimed to be. I campaigned 
as an experienced small 
businessman who would use 
a common sense approach 
coupled with business ex- 
perience. I believe an MLA 
must go to the people to get a 
proper understanding of 
their problems, and that is 
what I have tried to do. 
Under Conservative govern- 
ment cabinet ministers, de- 
partment heads and mem- 
bers of the civil service also

The 
record is in Hansard. 

The West must be given a 
chance to deveiop its poten- 
tial - and that's pro Cana- 
dian. Syncrude had to go 
ahead - and Alberta DID get 
a good deal. I promised in 
1971 to work for the clean up 
of the Sturgeon River - it was 
given third priority in the list 
of Alberta rivers. The green 
belt is prepared - not without 
protest from constituents 
within the restricted area. 
And I have presented the

Mr. Gibbon maintained 
that the material could be 
viewed at Town Hall without 
the aid of staff other than for 
them to bring the items from 
file. He stated that he did not 
think the request unreason- 
able under the terms of the 
Municipal Act. 

Coun. Barry Breadner 
asked if Mr. Gibbon would 
find it sufficient to view the 
statement of accounts and 
then ask for specific items. 
Mr. Gibbon responded ne- 
gatively ‘‘for the simple fact 
that the statement of acc- 
ounts are the items that have 
been paid and are simply a 
statement of accounts.’’ He 
pointed out that his letter 
had noted that purchase 
orders can be lumped into 
more than one supplier and 
as a result, unless you have 
those purchase orders, you 
do not know what has been 
purchased.”’ 

Mr. Breadner explained 
that he was also concerned 
with the time involved with 
such a request. He stated 
that he had no hesitation 
about giving access to any of 
these accounts to anyone but

could not agree. He stated 
that if Mr. Gibbon could be 
more specific regarding what 
he wished to view he would 
hgve no argument. 

Coun. Frank Lukay agreed 
with Coun, Breadner’s com- 
ments and urged Mr. Gibbon 
to be more specific on his 
request. He said that he was 
concerned that others would 
come forward with similar 
requests and staff would be 
tied down by them. 

Mr. Gibbon took issue with 
the rationale regarding the 
tying down of staff. He said 
that he agreed that time 
would be involved with the 
“bringing out’’ the purchase 
orders but staff does not 
have to go through the 
purchase orders. He said 
that according to a letter 
from Mr. E, J. Walter, town 
solicitor, stated that the 
person requesting those pur- 
chase orders had to go 
through them. 

Coun. Throndson asked 
Mr. Byron if indeed the 
viewing process is a time 
consuming operation, Mr. 
Byron noted that the filing 
was not merely in terms of 
purchase orders and they are 
filed under supplier head- 
ings. ‘‘It necessitates,’’ Mr. 
Byron explained, ‘“‘if review 
is to be made of purchase 
orders, that each file of 
whoever supplies goods or 
services to the Town of St. 
Albert be reviewed.’’ Mr. 
Byron pointed out that the 
involvement of staff included 
removing files to the area 
where the person is review- 
ing them and the practice of 
having a member of staff on 
hand at all times. He pointed 
that this was done for 
security reasons (discourag- 
ing theft), reasons of respon- 
sibility under the legislation 
and protection of the person 
viewing the items. 

Mayor Plain noted that the 
town was quite willing to let 
someone see a_ specific 
account but wondered what 
the reason was Mr. Gibbon 
wished to go over about four 


| months of purchase orders, 


Mr. Gibbon simply stated 
that the reason why he was 
making the request was that 
he wished to view the 
purchase orders and he ‘‘had 
been missing it so much’”’ 


since he had left office. 

Coun. Smith considered 
the request unreasonable 
while a more specific request 
would be more reasonable. 
She noted that there would 
be areas that she would wish 
the former mayor to review 
because of the ‘‘considerable 
improvement from the pre- 
vious years."’ Following this 
comment there were consid- 
erable groans from the 
audience and Mayor Plain 
conveyed his apologies to the 
former mayor. 

Coun. Smith asked Mr. 
Byron to estimate the quan- 
tity of time he would spend 
with each deputy mayor in 
going over accounts. Mr. 
Byron stated that an appro- 
ximate time would be be- 
tween two and three hours. 

Coun. Myrna Fyfe noted 
that the procedure of having 
a staff member present at the 
time when the deputy mayor 
went over accounts had been 
modified to having a person 
available to question regard- 
ing matters in the accounts. 
She noted that she had taken 
up ‘‘maybe two minutes of 
staff time’’ when going 
through the accounts in the 
past month. 

Coun. Breadner said that 
he had spent on the average 
of two-and-one half hours 
going through the accounts 
every two weeks and found 
that he kept staff after hours. 
He explained that the reason 
staff had been ‘‘kept after 
hours’’ was that he could not 
come to survey the accounts 
during the day. 

Mr. E. J. Walter, town 
solicitor, was on hand to 
advise council regarding his 
opinion on the request made 
by Mr. Gibbon under Section 
149 of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment Act. He explained 
that a section in question was 
not that clear and had not 
been judicially interpreted as 
to what it did encompass. He 
said that ‘‘open-ness’’ was 
very important but noted that 
‘that does not lend itself, 
nor does Section 149 of the 
Municipal Government Act, 
to a carte blanche opening of 
the whole of the accounts of 
the municipality.’’ He poin- 
ted out that specificity as to 
the areas that would be of 
concern could result in the

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information being made ay- 
ailable. 

**My opinion at this time,” 
Mr. Walter said, ‘‘and | 
stand behind my letter of 
August 30 (1974), that you 
are not obliged to carte 
blanche open all your acc- 
ounts and put your staff 
through bringing forth all 
your accounts without a 
greater degree of specificity 
as to what is required.’’ He 
said that in his opinion if 
there was a greater degree of 
specificity as to the area 
involved then the town could 
**stretch itself"’ to fit in with 
the section of the Municipal 
Government Act. 

Coun. Throndson's ques- 
tion regarding ‘‘greater spe- 
cificity’’ and what would be 
involved in this concept, was 
answered by Mr. Walter who 
noted that a particular supp- 
lier or account or a specific 
time interval, would be 
specific. 

Mr. Walter stated that his 
opinion was that the section 
of the municipal government 
act was not to be interpreted 
as broadly as Mr. Gibbon 
noted in his request. Coun. 
Wetsch concurred with Mr. 
Walter's opinion and stated 
‘treasonableness’’ was a 
paramount factor in con- 
sideration of a request of this 
type. 

Coun. Smith moved that 
Mr.Gibbon be permitted to 
peruse the expense accounts 
and allowances of mayor and 
councillors. She stated that 
her motion was made in view 
that this area was specified 
by Mr.Gibbon in his letter. 
Coun. Smith also said that 
she was in favour of making 
available to any citizen any 
information regarding a spe- 
cific area, a specific contract, 
or a specific account. The 
motion carried 7 to 0. 

Coun. Throndson made a 
motion regarding making 
available any specific infor- 
mation called for by an 
elector but removed his 
motion when it was pointed 
out that the intent of section 
149 of the Municipal Gov- 
ernment Act covered this 


matter. ‘‘As long as this is 
followed,’’ Coun.

Bylaw. He explained that a 
revised Joint Use Agreement 
had been approved and 
prepared by both school 
districts but the town had not 
accepted the revision.

Mention was made of 
extra-curricular activities 
within the district and Mr. 
Webber expressed his app- 
reciation to the principals 
and their staffs for their 
efforts. He also thanked the 
other trustees for their 
co-operation during the time 
that he has served as 
chairman. 

Mr. Ron Harvey requested 
questions from the floor in 
connection with Mr. Webb- 
er’s report and Mr. E. 
Wynychuk posed several 
concerning the community 
core school. In reply to the 
questions, Mr. Webber ex- 
plained. that government 
funding of schools is chann- 
elled towards community 
core schools and that teach- 
ers have input into the 
design of the schools through 
the superintendent. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S 
REPORT 


The Superintendent, Mr. 
Elmer Gish, presented the 
Superintendent’s annual re- 
port. He remarked on the 
fact that rapid growth of the 
student population in the 
school _ year, 
1973/74, had not continued 
but, in fact, had declined 
during the current school 
year. He attributed this 
decline in growth to a sub- 
stantial decrease in resi- 
dential construction and a 
slowdown in the sale of new 
homes. He also pointed out 
an abnormally high percen- 
tage of student ‘‘dropouts’’ 
(due to the attractions of a 
lucrative employment mar- 
ket). This decline had greatly 
lessened the pressure on 
classroom space and had

allowed the district to catch 
up. Mr. Gish felt that the 
Lacombe Park School will 
provide ample space for the 
student enrolment projected 
for the 1975/76 school year. 

Mr. Gish presented an 
organizational chart of the 
district staff and he provided 
descriptions of the staff 
responsibilities. The super- 
intendent who is responsible 
to the board for the total 
operation. of the school 
system has three department 
heads. These are: Assistant 
Superintendent (Elementary 
Education) who is Mrs. 
Muriel Martin; Assistant 
Superintendent (Secondary 
Education) who is Mr. Bob 
Prather; and, Secretary-Tr- 
easurer (Business Admini- 
stration) who is Mr. George 
Hargreaves. Each of these 
heads has a number of staff 
to assist them carry out their 
duties and Mr. Gish des- 
cribed these positions in 
some detail. 


CURRICULUM 


A summary was provided 
by Mr. Gish of curriculum 
highlights. At the elemen- 
tary level, special programs 
are available such as reme- 
dial reading and counselling 
services and the school 
program goes far beyond 
basic skills development. 
Recognition is given to the 
importance of fine arts and 
outdoor education. Parental 
involvement has grown from 
limited assistance to major 
involvement. Mr. Gish con- 
sidered that the special funds 
provided through govern- 
ment grants have had much 
impact on the calibre of 
education for. young children. 
He mentioned the intro- 
duction of the metric system 
and in this respect two 
district teachers will be 
meeting with a committee of 
teachers in the Edmonton 
Public School system. 


JUNIOR HIGH 


At the junior high level, 
Mr. Gish said that emphasis 
is placed on continuing the 
development of basic skills 
and at the same time efforts 
are made to broaden the 
experiences and capabilities 
of students by means of a 
variety of courses and extra- 
curricular activities. Various 
programs which the district 


_ is presently engaged in for 


junior high level students 
were described and Mr. Gish 
said the band programs at Sir 
George Simpson and Lorne 
Akins schools are ‘‘showing

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Historic St. Albert RCMP outpost looks set for new lease on life 


St. Albert's historical Nor- 
thwest Mounted Police out- 
post could be facing a move 
to a park site by the Sturgeon 
River and future use as a 
stop-in point for tourists 
going north. 

The outpost, known as the 
Belcourt property, which is 
now near the Lion's Park, 
has a history going back to 
1888. It was used by the 
RCMP as late as 1910, before 
the force began to service St. 
Albert from Edmonton. 

Garry Johnson, secretary- 
tresurer of the Midnight 
Twilight Tourist Association 
said Sunday that St. Albert 
had agreed to the MTTA’s 
request that the outpost be 
used for a tourist information 
booth and Chamber of Com- 
merce office. 

Mr. Johnson was speaking 
at a meeting of the MTTA 
March 9 in Morinville spon- 
sored by the Morinville 
Board of Trade. This was the 
first time the Association had 
met in the town, and the 
meeting was attended by 
directors from Barrhead, 
Athabasca, Slave Lake, 
Westlock, St. Albert, Faust 
and Kinuso. Mayor Art 
Stapleton of Morinville was 
also at the meeting. 

Site for the permanent 
office is expected to be near 
the river at the corner of the 
St. Albert Trail and Sturgeon 
Road. It will cost $15,000 to 
have the former RCMP 
outpost moved, restored and 
rebuilt and the building will 
also be looked over to see if it 
can stand the move to the 
park site. 

So far the St. Albert Lions 
have approved $1,000 for the 
project and renovation and 
the St. Albert Historical 
Society are expected to give 
$3,000. 

A matching grant to cover 
the project will be applied for 
by the MTTA. 

Students could man the 
booth part of the time under 
a STEP program, it was 
suggested at the meeting. 
The booth may also be used 
for selling crafts made by the 
St. Albert Arts and Crafts 


society.

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So much more can be done for these children 


For a person with no 
previous contact with Down 
syndrom (or Mongoloid) 
children it is a eye-opening 
and warming experience to 
be in a room full of wee boys 
and girls from babies to age 
five or so. They are so ener- 
getic and it is surprising to 
see them get around and do 
things, even though they 
cannot walk and run like 
normal youngsters. They 
have their own styles of 
getting across a room, 
getting attention from mum- 
my or daddy, feeding them- 
selves and so on. Many 
looked physically strong and 
very healthy. 

The occasion was a meet- 
ing at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stevens-Guille for par- 
ents, members of the media 
and of the Gateway Asso- 
ciation to meet and talk with 
Dana Sauer of Vancouver 
who was finishing a week’s 
tour of Alberta centres, to 
explain the VARCO pro- 
gram. She is in charge of this 
Infant Stimulation program 
of the Richmond Association 
for the Mentally Retarded, 
and her enthusiasm about 
the potention of mongoloid 
children is infectious. 

Dana is familiar with the 
work being done for these 
children in Seattle from the 
time they are born, “‘I keep 
up with everything they are 
doing and read all of their 
material.’’ But she is quick to 
point an important difference 
in her own approach to 
working with Mongoloid kids 
from birth to three years. 
‘‘Ours is a home centered 
program,’’ said Dana. “‘I go 
right into the home - perhaps 
with a speech therapist or 
other resource person - and 
we teach the mother our 
techniques. She is the one 
who must understand what 
we are trying to accomplish 
and how, for she will be 
spending the most time with 
the child. The Seattle pro- 
gram is set up for bringing 
the children to a centre. 
Dana feels also that the 
parents will respond to 
children differently, and 
their family attitudes will 
have a bearing on how they 
handle and teach the child. 
The children are also put into 
play groups and develop 
through seeing - touching - 
hearing playtimes, aimed at 
teaching motor co-ordina- 
tion.

17-month old daughter Paula 
had accomplished walking, 
eating and toilet training 
although born Mongoloid. 
Paula was in Dana Sauer’s 
Varco program until her 
parents moved to Edmonton 
recently. ‘‘Try mirrors,’’ she 
told them - you will be 
surprised at how a mirror, 
placed where he can readily 
see it, will stimulate your 
child.”’ 

Most of the parents and 
children were from Edmon- 
ton but one couple brought 
their child from Leduc. All of 
them felt that everything 
possible must be done in 
Alberta to improve the 
opportunities for mongoloid 
children. The government 
came in for criticism and so 
did the professional people. 


One woman sfid she was 
really upset while still in 
hospital that her doctor 
asked if she had considered 
putting her child directly into 
an institution. “It never once 
occurred to me,’’ she stated 
emphatically, ‘‘this was my 
baby!"’ 

Dana Sauer, formerly a 


teacher in rural B.C., had: 


become interested in helping 
mentally retarded children 
from that experience - and 
she also said some profess- 
ional medical people were 
slow to admit that these 
children could in fact be 
taught and had more poten- 
tial than has been commonly 
believed. Other doctors she 
noted were tremendously 
helpful - and particularly if 
they had such a child of their 


own. 

Also attending the meet- 
ing were Dr. Don Fahey, an 
assistant professor of rehab- 
ilitation medicine at the 
University of Alberta and a 
fourth year student from the 
university who have been 
working with some mongo- 
loid children since last fall. 
“If you get them early 
enough there is as yet no 
telling what they can do,’’ 
said Dr. Fahey. Mrs. Gloria 
Shade of St. Albert, presi- 
dent of the Gateway Asso- 
ciation also attended. 

St. Albert MLA Ernie 
Jamison, a founding member 
of the Gateway Association 
spoke to the parents, saying 
that when the Association 
request for assistance is in,

foresees no difficulty in 
obtaining government fund- 
ing, and assistance with 
programs such as the Varco, 
and facilities.

A yellowed document pro- 
duced at the end of an annual 
school division meeting at 
the Bon Accord school Mon- 
day night brought out gasps 
from the audience. 

Just as an afterthought to 
the annual meeting of the 
Sturgeon School Division 
#24, Chairman of the Divi- 
sion John McDonnell waved 
the 1941 annual financial 
statement in front of the 19 
persons who attended the 
meeting from which they 
could draw their own con- 
clusions. 

Admittedly there was a 
war on at the time and a 
depression but these are the 
comparisons cost wise be- 
tween operating Sturgeon 
school division now and 34 
years ago. 

Total operational costs for 
the year 1941 in the division

Education costs from thousands to 
millions of dollars in 34 years 


were $129,770.18. Total for 
the year 1974 - $2,806,421.57 

Teachers’ (108) salaries in 
1941 cost the division $73,- 
332. One hundred and eight 
teachers in 1974 cost $1,- 
378,637.00. There was no 
doubt expressed that the 
teachers were worth that 
money and recently Sturgeon 
teachers have just success- 
fully negotiated a 21.2 per 
cent pay rise with the 
division. 

Total revenue for 1974 was 
$2,738,456.72 with a total 
deficit of $67,964.85. This 
can be expected to be 


recovered from a $43,925 
increase in the supplemen- 
tary requisition than was 
budgeted for last year. A 
$1,841,231 increase in the 
equalized assessment over 
1973-74 is also expected to 
bale out Sturgeon schoof 
division in program develop- 
ments, school buildings and 
salaries, and other areas 
which make education tick. 
Also the division told the 
meeting that there is another 
$169,000 handy for Sturgeon 
under a new provincial 
government financial form- 
ula.

with talk of 


continually rising costs, and 
the sheer impossibility of 
building schools like Sturg- 
eon Heights at the prices of 
yesteryear, the division ex- 
presses concern. Superin- 
tendent of the school division 
Frank Robinson told the 
audience that the Education 
Minister had promised to 
review support prices for 
schools every six months 
during this time of rising 
costs and inflation. 

He said that the Minister

In the event of Sturgeon 
students being ousted from 
Edmonton schools - whether 
or not the Namao facility is 
built - people were assured 
by the board that there was a 
fair assumption the Minister 
would have to intervene if 
events reached such a pass. 

In his annual report Mr. 
Robinson spoke of the exten- 
sion of the elementary 
resource room program into 
junior high school grades. 
This is to upgrade the basic 
skills of students with learn- 
ing deficiencies. Seventy-six 
students are registered in 
this program which is housed 
at the Namao school. 

Two special classrooms 
have been moved to Namao 
to provide services for 
mentally handicapped stu- 
dents in the division. The 
move to Namao has also 
reduced the distance these 
students might otherwise 
have had to travel for such 
services. Special grants have 
been made available for 
special education services in 
the division. 

Five hundred and seven- 
ty-three high school students 
are in regular programs 
outside the division an in- 
crease of 52 from one year 
ago. Hence the move to get a 
high school at Namao. 

Kindergarten classes have 
been established at Bon 
Accord and Horse Hill a total 
of 160 students from 4% to 
S'’% years old. This program 
does not infringe on the 
grade one curriculum and 
parents have considerable 
say in the program develop- 
ment.

Teachers in the division 
with four or more years of 
training have gone up from 
77 per cent last year to 81 per 
cent this year. 

There has also been a 
one-half per cent increase in 
the teacher pupil ratio - 20,0 - 
20.5 from 1973-74, 

Permission has been ob- 
tained from the School 
Buildings Board, Mr. Robin- 
son's report points out, for 
the building of a community 
core addition to the Gibbons 
school. This should be ready 
for next fall and will alleviate 
the pupil accommodation 
problem at Gibbons. 

In his report Mr. Mc- 
Donnell said that financing 
school operations was a con- 
tinuing problem to the Board 
of Trustees. He added that 
the present inflationary trend 
has resulted in the sharp 
increase in the cost of goods 
and services which is re- 
flected in the school budget. 

From his own point of 
view, in answer to a query 
from the floor on how he 
managed his board duties on 
$5,492, he said the job of 
trustee was becoming more 
and more demanding. He 
had to farm to make ends 
meet and he was addressing 
his predicament to all the 
trustees in Alberta. 

He pointed out that al- 
though there have been dis- 
plays in getting government 
approval for the Namao high 
school, the Board remained 
optimistic that its plans 
would materialize in the near 
future.

Whole gamut of issues at election forum 


THE FCUR CANDIDATES for the St. Albert Constituency in the upcoming provincial 
election March 26 take a pause in Morinville’s Legion Hall while they are being introduced 
by chairman Roger Blackburn. Taking part in the forum from left are: Socred Keith Everitt, 
Liberal John Bakker, NDP candidate Earl Toane and PC Ernie Jamison. 


Syncrude, better land use, 
transportation, and lavish 
government special warrants 
were singled out for airing at 
an election forum in Morin- 
ville, March 13. 

Barely 40 people turned 
out for the forum at the 
Legion Hall where four 
candidates, PC Erie Jami- 
son, Earle Toane NDP, John 
Bakker, Liberal and Keith 
Everitt, Social Credit gave 
their platforms and rebuttals 
and answered questions from 
the floor. The forum was 
sponsored by the Morinville 
Board of Trade and chaired 
by Roger Blackburn. 

Leading off, Mr. Jamison 
preferred to stick to local 
issues, dealing with trans- 
portation, education indus- 
try, care for senior citizens 
and the growth of Morinville. 

He said he favoured con- 
trolled growth for Morinville. 
He did not wish to see the 
town overloaded with taxa- 
tion for water and sewage 
projects, and described the 
government's assistance 
program, and developers 


participation. 
Mr. Jamison told the 
audience. that Education 


Minister Lou Hyndman (who 
visited Morinville with the 
MLA on a tour of the area 
March 12), was much in- 
terested in the imaginative 
concept of the proposed 
Place St. Jean Baptiste as a 
focal point for cultural, 
recreational and civic activity 
in the central core of the 
town. He noted also that Mr. 
Small of Forest Glenn Dixie 
was also excited with the 
opportunity to plan the new 
subdivision to tie in with this 
concept. 

Mr. Jamison also announ- 
ced that 400 children at the 
convent school, which dates 
back to 1908 will soon have 
an eight core - six plug-in 
school facility while the 
‘*vellow’’ school could poss- 
ibly be considered for a 
senior citizens recreation 
centre, 

Referring to 1971 when 
there was a great demand for 
senior citizens lodges, he 
pointed out that 66 lodge 
projects had been approved 
over the past three years. 
Mr. Jamison also looked to 
ithe twinning of Highway 2 
which was not getting too 
plugged up and also the use 
of rapid transit using the 
railway, to get people from 


the Sturgeon area down to 
Edmonton. He was optimis- 
tic about small industries 
locating in Morinville - 
manufacturing plants of ab- 
out 20-25 people and sugg- 
ested the Board of Trade 
could assist council in this 
respect. 

Grants would also be made 
available for a recreation 
complex in Morinville. 

Mr. Toane said that Al- 
bertans and Canadians were 
becoming increasingly con- 
cerned about agricultural 
policy saying that there was a 
great need to put the brake 
on concrete jungles. ‘‘We 
must make the best use (of 
the land) because of the 
world food situation,’’ he 
said, expressing concern that 
too much prime agricultural 
land was being eaten up for 
residential development. 

He emphasized that in 
spite of what one heard about 
the importance of oil, agri- 
culture was our prime 
industry and was essential to 
the well being of the econo- 
my. He said the NDP 
advocated the $100 cow calf 
grant which was necessary 
for farmers who were in dire 
straits. He called for a more 
corporate approach to solvy- 
ing the transportation pro- 
blem. 

He felt that the govern- 
ment had not put all its cards 
on the table with the Syn- 
crude deal and quoted 
figures to show the rising 
costs of the project, which 
had gone up from $680 
million June 1974 to a 
current figure of $2 billion. 
He was sure that Alberta had 
the resources to develop the 
project but he was anxious 
that the province should get 
a fair return on the invest- 
ment. ‘‘Who determines 
when the profits start?’’ he 
asked, 

He criticized the Lougheed 
administration for its mass- 
ive spending of from $42 
million in 1970 to a total of 
$594 million in special warr- 
ants saying, ‘‘and that's 
what they call open govern- 
ment.”” 

Mr. Bakker said there was 
a great danger in govern- 
ments having large major- 
itics - this was detrimental to 
good government - and led to 
arrogance and lack of res- 
ponse to individual needs. 
He warned people that while 
Mr. Lougheed had called for 


a four day mandate (he was 
referring to the first mini- 
ster’s conference in Ottawa 
next month) this was in fact a 
mandate for four years. That 
was why he had entered the 
election himself so that there 
would be more choice for the 
electorate. A higher mandate 
means higher oil prices, he 
said, criticizing the govern- 
ment for lack of local 
autonomy and hiding behind 
a mass of public information 
officers. 

Mr. Bakker objected to the 
quick ‘‘killing’’ of a uni- 
versity which was to have 
been located in St. Albert, 
also industry which was pro- 
mised for the area, said to be 
just round the corner, then 
going to Strathcona. He said 
there should be equal oppor- 
tunity at provincial uni- 
versities complaining of rés- 
triction in the faculties of 
law, dentistry and medicine. 
He also complained that 
allowances at the university 
were miserable and did not 
keep pace with the cost of 
living. He said the ‘‘only way 
to keep the government on 
its toes was to have an 
election every month.’’ He 
complained that the govern- 
ment could not even do 
proper calculations, in the 
area of municipal affairs and 
was unable to prevent 
annexation, He referred spe- 
cifically to the Allarco ann- 
exation which St. Albert had 
opposed to which Mr. Jami- 
son quipped, ‘‘you signed it 
John.”’ Mr. Bakker also said 
that he should be elected as 
the man who could deliver 
the goods in the rapid transit 
field. 

Mr. Everitt said he was 
happy to be back in the 
election battle and would be 
happy to support Mr. Lough- 
eed in getting the best deal 
he could from Ottawa. 

While he supported the 
Lougheed 12 point plan, he 
pointed out the discrepancies 
between government ideal- 
ism and actual achieve- 
ments. 

Referring to the right of 
the individual to privacy and 
the pursuit of his own destiny 
he wondered why farmers in 
Namao had been slapped 
with caveats. He did not 
think that the government 
had given the municipalities 
adequate financial support 
clse why had the mill rate in 
Sturgeon gone up from 78-99 
mills and from 78-84 in 


Barrhead? He also expressed 
his opposition to the pro- 
vincial government's hand- 
ling of special warrants. He 
cautioned the government to 
keep in line with its own 
policics. He was concerned 
with the cow calf problem 
and said that the oversupply 
of beef would only anta- 
gonizc it. He felt that the 
Federal Government had hit 
al this problem better than 
the provincial government. 

He claimed a good record 
in the building of better 
highways in the St. Albert 
constituency, ‘‘ask the mem- 
ber today how many miles 
have been done in four 
years,’’ he added. He felt 
that the Sturgeon River uni- 
versity was out of date as 
soon as the government was 
elected complaining that 
there had been meeting after 
meeting but the ‘‘NOW 
program came in and that 
was the end of it.’ 

In his rebuttal Mr. Everitt 
said that Mr. Lougheed had 
claimed a misquote on the 
Sturgeon River University - 
claiming that he never said 
the St. Albert campus was a 
mistake. He telephoned the 
Gazette saying that he was 
pleased for the people of St. 
Albert and **would do any- 
thing in his power for a 
fourth university in St. 
Albert.” 

**‘Why was the university 
killed?’’ asked Mr. Everitt. 
**You elect me and I'll kill the 
St. Albert university.’” Those 
words, came from the Mini- 
ster of Advanced Education 
Jim Foster, Mr. Everitt 
pointed out, adding that 
‘They, (the government) will 
announce the university after 
the election - at Red Deer.”’ 

Mr. Everitt also said that 
the whole problem with sal- 
aries these days was that 
(government) wage rises 


- were being instigated ‘‘and 


then they tell us to hold the 
line.”’ : 

Mr. Bakker - in his 
rebuttal pointed out that 
since the Syncrude devel- 
opment there had been ad- 
vances in off-shore drilling 
technology; this had in- 
creased and oil from North 
Sea wells would be going on 
to the market at a dollar a 
barrel. ‘‘We are talking 
$2.75 a barrel and $12.00 for 
a barrel of Syncrude oil.’’ 

**God has put the oil in 
Alberta,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
‘Allah’ is setting the price." 

He also felt there should 
be a better financial arr- 
angement between the pro- 
vincial and municipal levels 
of government and more 
provincial parks. 

Mr. Toane said there 
should be more space avail- 
able across the board for 
education, referring to high- 
er specialized education, 
which ‘‘was not the case at 
present.’’ He also felt that 
resource revenues should 
play their part in helping the 
cost of education. Referring 
to display adverts for Mr. 
Lougheed and Mr. Jamison, 
with the map of Alberta 
inset, Mr. Toane pointed out 
that he had seen one of these 
next to a ‘‘for sale’’ notice. 
This was symbolic of the 
province being sold down the 
river for its resources, he 
hinted. 

On agriculture, Mr. Jami- 
son felt that better marketing 
is the key to stabilizing the 
industry, a prime industry - 
and that was the basis on 


which he was secking office. 

Later in answer to a ques- 
tion from the floor, on the 
government handling of spe- 
cial warrants, Mr. Jamison 
said that when crisis came 
the government had to be 
responsible. He said that two 
ycars ago when crops were 
under snow the government 
put $28 million into a salvag- 
ing operation, following up 
later with a $14 million 
*“‘Wetfoot’’ program after a 
very wet summer followed 
the spring thaws. 

He also reminded the 
audience that when there 
was no water at the Namao 
school, within two months 
water arrived via a four inch 
water line through his 
efforts. 

A local farmer expressed 
his dismay at the boom - bust 
situation in the cow calf 
market. Mr. Jamison identi- 
fied the problem as having 
been caused by letting 
American cattle in, and 
having just too many cattle 
on the market. He looked for 


an improvement in the situa- 
tion, and thought that.in the 
long run the farmers would 
not do too badly. 

Mr. Toane thought that 
producers should have help 
when in difficulty - ‘*the 
same way as the poor 
bankrupt oil companiecs.”’ 

On the water problem in 
the eastern sector of the St. 
Albert constituency where 
the communities of Bon 
Accord and Gibbons are 
located, Mr. Jamison - in 
answer toa query from the 
floor - said that negotiations 
were now underway for a 
water line from the North 
Saskatchewan River. Mr. 
Everitt was however sharply 
critical of the provincial 
government which could put 
out $750,000 for horse-racing 
and harness racing and yet 
had no money for people 
services. 

He quoted an incident 
where one Gibbons resident 
got fish instead of water 
through his hose, to high- 
light the water problem.

Realized net income of Canadian farmers should decline in 1975 


The realized net income of 

Canadian farmers is expec- 
ted to decline by almost eight 
per cent in 1975S, W. L. 
Porteous, director of Statis- 
tics Canada's Agriculture 
Division, recently told an 
agricultural outlook confer- 
ence in Ottawa. 

According to present indi- 
cators, realized net income 
will be slightly less than $3.2 
billion compared to $3.47 
billion in 1974, a decline 
which will affect all provinces 
except Saskatchewan. In 
percentage terms, Prince 
Edward Island and New 
Brunswick are expected to 
‘record the most acute drop, 
falling to near the 1972 level, 
partly as a result of lower 
potato prices. 

Mr. Porteous noted that 
farm cash receipts are fore- 
cast to increase but not 
nearly as rapidly as in the 
previous two years. Based on 
current expectations, cash 
receipts are expected to rise 
by 4.4 per cent toa level of 
$8.9 billion as a result ofa 
moderate decline in crops 
receipts and an increase in 
receipts from livestock en- 
terprises. 

While 1975 projections of 
realized inceme denote 
‘a deterioration of the rela- 
tive income position of the 
farming industry,” particul- 
arly in Prince Edward Island 
and New Brunswick, Mr. 
Porteous said income gained 
from off-farm sources must 
also be taken into consider- 
ation. 

In 1972, farmers reported 
that more than double their 
income came from off-farm 
rather than farming activi- 
ties. On a national level, 68.6 
per cent or $5.3 million was 
earned in non-farm income. 
Saskatchewan was the only 
province where farming act- 
ivity was the most important 
source of income; non-farm 
income accounted for only 
44.2 per cent representing $5 
million. On the other hand, 
British Columbia farmers 
earned 95.2 per cent or $7 
million of their income 
off-farm. 

Mr. Porteous said it is 
reasonable to assume ‘‘that 
the activity structure and 
sources of income for farm 
operators and farm families 
will continue to be composed 
of very significant amounts 
of income from non-farming 
sources.” 

In his review of last year’s 
farm income situation, he 
said the net income of 
farmers from farming alone 
increased for the fourth 
consecutive year with pre- 
liminary estimates indicating 
that realized net income rose 
by 28.3 per cent to a record 
$3.47 billion. 

The most substantial gains 
were in the three Prairie 
provinces, particularly Sask- 
atchewan, where realized net 
income is estimated to have 
reached an all-time high of 
$1.16 billion. 

There was continued ex- 
pansion in British Columbia, 
Ontario and, to a lesser 
degree in Prince Edward 
Island. In Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Quebec, rea- 
lized net incomes declined 
compared to 1973 levels, he 
said.

billion, representing a record 


and a 25.7 per cent increase 
over the 1973 level, Mr. 
Porteous added. 


Most of this increase is 
accredited to continued ex- 
pansion in cash receipts from 


the sale of crop products 
which rose by 45.8 per cent 
as compared to livestock 


receipts which advanced only 
four per cent over 1973 
levels, he said.

STRIKES IN ESSENTIAL 
SERVICES 


We are all well aware of 
the current selective strikes 
of the Public Service Alliance 
of Canada, strikes that are 
disrupting mail delivery, air 
travel and grain shipments. 
Yet, | wonder how many of 
us are familiar with the 
history and organization of 
the P.S.A.C. itself. 

The Public Service All- 
iance of Canada is the third 
largest union in the country 
acting as a bargaining agent 
for approximately 155,000 
public servants. The Alliance 
was formed in 1966 as a 
result of a merger of two 
federal service staff organ- 
izations:- the Civil Service 
Federation of Canada and

the Civil Service Association 
of Canada. The Federation 
was composed of repre- 
sentatives from all organ- 
izations of civil servants, 
organizations that were aut- 
onomous but that delegated 
certain central functions to 
the Federation executive. 
The Association, on the other 
hand, accepted members 
from all Governmental de- 
partments, with no depart- 
mental breakdown. A com- 
promise in the organizational 
structures of both the Feder- 
ation and the Alliance was 
found in the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada. It is 
made up of 15 departmental 
components that are not 
autonomous and have no 
power outside of the All- 
iance. The Alliance has only 
one constitution - com- 
ponents have bylaws that 
must conform to the con- 


stitution. 

In 1967, Parliament passed 
legislation that provided for 
collective bargaining within 
the Public Service. The 
P.S.A.C. is presently cer- 
tified as the bargaining agent 
for 32 occupational groups, 
or bargaining units, in five 
categories. (The current stri- 
kes are being staged by 
blue-collar employees in the 
General Labour and Trades 
groups of the Operational 
category. These include air- 
port runway cleaners, work- 
ers who care for animals at 
federal agricultural stations, 
postal service machinery 
maintenance workers, grain 
weighers, etc.). 

In general, all employees 
of the Public Service in the 32 
occupational groups are re- 
quired to be members of the 
P.S.A.C. However, there are 
some noteable exceptions.
